Wulle camouflage is developed to a 
high degree, and we cannot always 
prophesy precisely, our intelligence is 
that if the enemy wants to attack, he 
is now prepared, and there is nothing 
to hinder him in operations of this 
kind. When the major preparations 
are completed, there remains only the 
completion of local preparations be- 
fore an offensive is begun.“ 

Gen. Maurice explained the sig- 
nificance of recent raids by the Ger- 
mans by saying that they are 
seeking fuller information as to the 
allies’ strength, which they hope to 
get from prisoners. He said the inter- 
pretation made by newspapers that the 
Germans were testing the allies’ defen- 
sive, meant little to the soldier.

The death of John Redmond will bring to most 
Americans a sense of keen regret. In that maze 
of complexity which 16 Ireland, Mr. Redmond has 
stood out as the man who most nearly represented 
the opinion and belief of thoughtful Americans. 

Mr. Redmond was a nationalist He was com- 
mitted to home rule for Ireland. He believed that 
home rule could be achieved without resorting to 
force of arms and without effecting a separation 
Even Americans who have no Irish blood have 
a genuine sympathy for Ireland. They would like 
to see the establishment of an Irish government 
along thé Unes of the Australian or Canadian gov- 

Mr. Redmond’s career was devoted to bringing 
about a government of this kind. He was opposed 
by the Ulsterites and the Sinn Feiners. Ulster was 
perhaps less of a problem to him than Sinn Fein. 
The Sinfi Fein leaders did more to undermine Mr. 
Redmond's influence than Sir Edward Carson. 

Recent reports of the work of the Irish conven- 
tion are dubiotis as to its success. Mr. Redmond 
hoped that it would effect some practical solution 
of Irish difficulties. Both Ulster and Sinn Fein 
have deen unsympathetic. But the greatest influ- 
ehée for moderation and sane compromise in the 
convention has been Sir Horace Plunkett. Ameri- 
can friends of Irish autonomy will not céase to 
| hope while this great man lives. We should be 


to bring the convention througli to a victory of 
fair compromise. „ . 

A word should be said of Mr. Redmond's char- 
acter, which had a bluff, impérturbable quality that 
is particularly appealing to Americans. He might 
have stepped but of one of George M. Cohan's 
plays. “The horse is running away,” he ts told 
by his driver. O, indeed.“ he replies, and goes on 
with his reading. The fiarrator explains that he 
has so often been run away by his followers that 
the experience had no noveity for him.

to describe as an eye witness the so- 
called Decembrist insurrection of 1825 at 
Petrograd. ‘The princess was fond of 
picturing the remarkable scene when 
Nicholas I., absolutely single handed, 
brought the revolution, in which the 
| great nobles and the masses. were alike 
concerned, to a sudden close. 

The princess, then a girl of 10, was 
gazing out from the windows of the 
winter palace on to the turbulent crowd 
of military mutineers and civilian in- 
sufgénts, who filled the vast plaza in 
frorit of the palace, clamoring for the 
death of Emperor Nicholas I., in order 
that his elder brother, Grandduke Con- 
stantiné, might take his place. : 

Nicholas knew that he could not rely 
upon the troops, whose loyalty was 
wavering. It was only by a coup de 
theater that he could save the situation. 

— 

This coup was his appearance without 
® Single attendant or guard among the 
crowd, Which he dominated by his colos- 
sal stature. Taking advantage of the 
sudden silence, caused by his dramatic 
advent upon the scene, he in a voice 
the Metallic tones of which could 
heard far and wide, ordered the crowd 
to its knees. There were a few seconds 
of hésitation. Then they all obeyed. Ev- 
erybody on that huge plaa, except the 
czar, was kneéling. The insurrection was 
at ah end. : 

This Decembrist insurrection of 1825, 
at Petrograd, was far from being the 
only affair of the kind that the princess 
personally witnessed. 

She was in Paris when the revolution 
of July broke out In 1830, which drove 
‘Charles X. and his infant ‘grandson, 
| Henry V., into exile aud resulted in the 
accessién to thé throré of the Duke of 
Orleans as King Louls Philippe. 

Then again in 1848 she was in Berlin 
when King Frederick William IV. and 
his queen were obliged by the mob to 
stand on the balcony of their palace, the 
king bareheaded, in token of respect to 
thé dead ifisurgents as they were car- 
ried past in a never ending procession. 

At an interval of a few weeks, and in 
the game year, she was in Paris when 
King Louis Philippe, after eighteen years 
of reign, was driven by the revolution- 
ists into exile. 


In 1870 the princess was at Coblenz, 
on the Rhine, staying with Empress Au-

She considered htm even worse than At- 
tila, for, disctissing the present war 
shortly before Christmas, she declared 
that it had been let loose by the very 
devil himself,“ meaning the kaiser.

AT CLEVELAND 


Ohio City Shows Value of 
Fresh Air for the 


Prisoners. 


Cleveland. O., March 7.—Rebuilding 
men and women who have been sent 
to jail is a feature of the Cleveland 
house of correction. The Cleveland 
authorities explained this today to the 
Chicago aldermanic committee on 
crime, which is seeking a way to make 
Chicago’s bridewell a ape eupporiing 
institution. 

In Cleveland the plan is to keep all 
prisoners out of doors. The munici- 
pality has a farm of 2,250 acres. The 
jail here is a losing institution because 
it Supplies four other institutions, an 
infirmary, farm for girls, a tubercu- 
losis sanitarium, and a city hospital. 
The hospital is not located on the 
farm grounds, but efforts are being 
made to have it located there. 

This work is in the hands of a direc- 


Who met the Chicagoans and escorted 
them about the various institutions. 


Outdoor Policy Defended. 


“It has been shown,” said Mr. Be- 
man, “that the outdoor farm colony 
pian is better than having prisoners 
cooped up in indoor places. While We 
show a loss in revenue every year, 
we believe that it is better to have 
men and women prisoners outdoors.” 

Whe outdoor method of treating pris- 
oners is original with Cleveland. 

Joseph Siman, superintendent of the 
Chicago bridewell, who is with the Chi- 
Gago aldermanic party, declared that 
his visits to the Detroit, Toledo and 
Cleveland jails have shown him that 
the Chicago institution could be made 
self-supporting, instead of being a loss 
as it now is. The Chicago bridewell 
costs approximately $300,000 a year to

BOYS WILL SHOW | 
FARMERS HOW TO 
TEST SEED CORN 


“Rag baby” tests for seed corn are 
to be explained by boys at a meeting of 
Cook county farmers at Barrington at 
10 o’clock tomorrow morning. The 
meeting is one of a series being ar- 
ranged under direction of Edward J. 
Tobin, county superintendent of 
schools. | 

In the “rag baby” test the seed 
corn is placed on a strip of cloth, 
which is then rolled up and kept moist 
until it sprouts. Boys have been doing 
this work and their tests have shown 
that corn grown last season is weak in 
germinating power. The boys from 10 
to 16 years of age who take part in the 
garden work of the county schools are 
made members of the junior auxiliary 
of the Red Cross. Those between the 
ages of 16 and 21 become members of 
the United States Boys’ Working re- 
serve. Their labor is the only admis- 
sion fee required. 

With the help of teachers in the 
schools Mr. Tobin has obtained names 
and addresses of 3,250 farmers in Cook 
county. Each of these farmers has 
been notified how he can get seed 
corn through the country life direc- 
tors. The entire county is to be cov- 
ered by meetings similar to the one to 
take place at Barrington. 

Plans for garden work are booming, 
according to Mr. Tobin, who says the 
acreage to be planted in the spring 
will be much larger than last year.

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AURORA ON SPREE 
OF COLOR PAINTS 
THE SKIES RED 


Unusual Display Is Be- 
lieved by Many to Be 
Fire Reflection. 


Nature last night gave Chicago a 
special treat—an unusual exhibition of 
one of its most wonderful free shows, 
the aurora borealis. 

Almost directly overhead, shortly be- 
fore 10 o'clock, what appeared to be an 
immense sea flower, with rough edged, 
uneven petals radiating from the cen- 
ter, blossomed forth in cloudlike form. 

Greenish yellow lights played across 
the northern sky. Above them glowed 
spots of pale red that seeméd to fade 
out and in a few minutes reappear, 
not far distant from where they first 
were seen. ; 

And then there were the streamers 
across the north that seemed to stretch 
from the northern horizon to the zenith 
like waving ribbons or bands of light 
from great searchlights. 


Never was the phenomenon station- 
ary for an instant. The changing 
of colors and the movement of the 
cloudlike formations was constant. Ob- 
servers who made their mental notes 
at different times found it impossible 
to agree later. 

“It was a remarkable auroral dis- 
play,” said Prof. W. D. MacMillan of 
the University of Chicago, “one of 
the most beautiful I ever have seen, 
The greenish yellow lights were plainly 
visible and the brilliant scarlet cloud- 
like lights that stretched from the 
northeast to the northwest shifted 
while you watched them. 

„It was unusually brilliant but, more 
than that, it was a combination of the 
two general types of this form of phe- 
nomenon. The first is the type that 
consists of streams of light that radi- 
ate from a rainbow in the north, with 
streamers that sometimes reach away 
beyond the zenith. In the second type 
the lights are more like clouds of bril- 
liant colors. 

“Tt is: probable that this display 
could be seen all the way across the 
country where the air was clear.” 

Dispatches from points all over the 
country reported the brilliance of the 
display. Wire trouble north and east 


of New York was reported by the tele- 


graph companies. 
Calls It Unusual. 


Prof. Elton J. Moulton, acting di- 
rector of the observatory at North- 
western university, regarded the dis- 
lay as one of the best and most un- 
usual of recent years. <i 
„It was most unusual in this lati- 
tude,” he said, “particularly in the 
strong reddish tints. It extended al- 
most to the southern horizon. Ordi-
